Thomas  L.  Judge,  a  Democrat  who  previously  served  Montana  in  both  houses 
of  the  Legislature  and  as  Lieutenant  Governor,  was  inaugurated  as  the  state’s 
youngestGovemoron  January  1, 1973.  Reelected  in  1976,  he  is  currently  serving  his 
second  term  as  Governor.  Born  October  12,  1934,  he  was  educated  in  the  Helena 
pubhc  school  system  and  is  a  graduate  of  Notre  Dame  University  with  a  degree  in 
Journalism.  For  12  years  prior  to  his  election  as  Governor,  Judge  operated  an 
advertising  agency  in  Helena.  He  was  the  youngest  legislator  in  the  House  of 
Representatives  when  first  elected  in  1960.  After  seving  three  terms  in  the  House, 
he  was  elected  to  the  State  Senate  in  1966  and  to  the  office  of  Lieutenant  Governor 
in  1968.  He  was  Chairman  of  the  National  Lieutenant  Governors’  Conference  in 
1972,  was  named  Montana  Jaycees  Outstanding  Young  Man  of  1967,  Notre  Dame 
Man  of  the  Year  in  1966,  and  was  among  the  TIME  Magazine  200  Outstanding 
Young  Leaders  of  America  in  1973.  He  is  Chairman  of  the  10-state  Western 
Governors’  Pohcy  Office,  is  Chairman  of  the  Coal  Transportation  Committee  and 
a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  N  ational  Governors’  Association ,  and 
has  served  as  Chairman  of  the  Old  West  Regional  Commission.  Governor  Judge  is 
married  to  the  former  Carol  Anderson,  a  Registered  Nurse,  who  as  First  Lady  has 
been  actively  involved  in  various  aspects  of  health  care  for  Montanans.  They  are 
the  parents  of  two  sons.

Ted  Schwinden,  in  accordance  with  the  new  Montana  Constitution  ratified  in 
1972,  is  our  first  Lieutenant  Governor  elected  jointly  with  the  Governor.

While  most  of  the  famous  old  mining  camps  of  the  past  have  suspended 
production  —  cities  such  as  Virginia  City,  Nevada,  and  Bisbee,  Arizona  —  the 
Mining  City  continues  to  add  to  its  record.  This  helps  to  make  The  Anaconda 
Company  one  of  the  largest  industrial  employers,  taxpayers  and  consumers  in 
Montana. 

The  Company’s  mines,  plants  and  offices  employ  more  than  5,000  fellow 
Montanans  whose  annual  wages,  salaries  and  benefits  total  more  than  $125  million. 
When  you  consider  that  this  money  circulates  throughout  the  state  several  times, 
then  you  can  begin  to  comprehend  the  impact  on  other  jobs  and  services 
throughout  Montana. 

In  1977,  the  Company  paid  more  than  $17,700,000  in  state  and  local  taxes  to 
make  it  the  single  most  important  source  of  public  revenue  in  the  state;  on  a  county 
basis.

Not  only  must 
we  develop  the  state’s  mineral  resources,  we  also  feel  a  strong  obligation  to  protect 
the  environment  —  something  we  have  been  doing  since  long  before  the 
environment  became  a  matter  of  national  concern. 

Over  the  past  few  years,  The  Anaconda  Company  has  completed  or  planned 
environmental  programs  at  its  domestic  operations  requiring  capital  expenditures 
of  nearly  $200  million  —  and  the  largest  of  these  expenditures  has  been  made  right 
here  in  Montana  to  comply  with  the  state’s  high  standards  of  air  and  water  quality 
and  land  reclamation. 

We  are  serious  about  our  obligation  to  make  every  reasonable  effort  to  protect 
the  quality  of  Montana’s  natural  environment  that  makes  our  state  a  great  place 
to  live. 
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
